SDS also plans to have Chancellor Robben 
Fleming answer o scries of questions sub- 
mitted to him publicly every Thursday.

SDS members said they hope that he 
will accept their proposal or provide them 
with a letter of refusal which they con pub- 
llsh in the campus paper. 

Martin Tandler provided the meeting with

sin. SDS was formed in 1962 as a small 
radicol education group, he said, 
education group, he said. 

The Wisconsin group started in 1963, was 
dormant in 1964, but last year sponsored 
speaker programs on politics, housing, civil 
rights, and the war in Viet Nam. 

They also look part in a protest at the Bad- 
ger Ordinance Worksand the administration 
building sit-in The programs of the pasthove 
largely foiled, Tandler soid, but added that 
"attitude is crucial" and SDS will continue to 
work for a democratic society.
